• Please cancel claims 9,11, and 46-49. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record did not disclose or suggest an external infusion device comprising the 
combination of limitations recited in claim 1. The closest prior art, US Patent No. 
5,993,423 to Choi, did not disclose or suggest a vent port covered with a hydrophobic 
material wherein the material is formed as a sheet attached to the housing and applied 
over the vent port as is now recited in claim 1 . Choi discloses a reset button that can be 
made of semi-permeable material but Choi does not disclose that the button is in the 
form of a sheet attached to the housing and applied over the vent port. It is clear that 
the button resides in the port and cannot be considered a sheet. Furthermore, there is 
no motivation to make the button in a sheet form as it is not clear that a sheet would be 
able to perform the function of a button as is required by the disclosure of Choi. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
